WITH TYPHOID

DEPEND ENTIRELY
UPON CHARITY

Clothing, Food and Money to
Pay for Medicine Needed
At Once.

In the elty of Anderson there is a
family in which six members are very
111 with typhold fever. They are in
1 destitute stute and need help, need
help urgently and fmmediately.

Dr. Herbert Harrls has been al-
tending the family for some time. He
stated to a representative of the In-
telllgencer that there was one other
child taken 11! at noon today, bringing
the total to slx cases of fever in one
family.

The father and mother of this fam-
Ily wero taken ill several weeks ago,
and there belng bui o family of chil-
dren, the children were frightencd
and demoralized by the lliness of their
parents. The nelghbors have been

providing for the untortunate members '

of the fumily untll now, and they can
hardly be askod to dn anything more.
Of course, the neighbors are willing
and have ¢ape, and still will do all In
thelr power 10 assist the ramily, but
some public spirited person may feel
as Il this cnse deserves attention and
miy be nble to render some assis-
tance. After the purents wero ill for
spme tlme, no doctor was called, but
the two were cared for by the other
meinbers of the family as best they
could, but when threc other members
of the family were attacked, a physi-
cilan was called., This letf one little
boy of 14 years of age, the sole sup-
port of the fumlly of slx and he was
too young to do much work, and not
able to care for his narents and his
threo sisters.' Today at noon, he was
taken {11 and the physician attending
the case states that he has a case of
typhoid fever, similar to the rest of the
family.

The family is named Partrian, and
lives at Ne. 31 G, Strect, Anderzon
mill. They are-absolutely helpless
and are dependent on the charlty ot
Anderson for ald. These people de-
serve and need the help of the town.
They have no food, no fuel, scant
clothing, and no medicing. The medi-
cine has been supplied hy the drug
has
been furnished by the peighbors un-
tll now. Now thgy have absolutoly
nothing and are all unable Lo work.
The father and mother are now con-
valescent, but it will be several weeks
before either will be able to work.
This leaves the family ponniless,

| without food, fuel or clothing, sick

and unable to help themselves.

Almost anything that can be given
to this family will Le appreciated. It
is a worthy car» and the people cer-
tainly need the food urgently. Theve

Anderson has seen such cazzg he-
fore this.
